Miss King came to this school in September, 1897, na has « 
tinued to manifest a kindly personal interest for the success of 1 
pupils, whose affection she has retained. Recitations have bee 
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conducted with punctuality and fidelity, each branch receiving its 
full share of attention. Books were handled with a care, and sup- 
plies loaned with a frugality that was highly commendable. ‘There 
is every indication that good practical work was done in the school 
room and satisfactory progress made. 

It is essential that a few of the pupils of this school, who seem 
to be animated with a spirit of destructiveness, should have it made 
plain to them that gentle manners, in and around the school house 
during intermission, need not spoil a good time. 


DIVISION NO 2. 


No mistake was made in again placing Miss Hayes in charge, for 
under her efficient management this school has come to rank as 
one of the best in town. Miss Hayes recognizes moral instruction 
as an important part of her work, and has followed, so far as able, 
those methods calculated to develop correct expression. 

The interest shown in her pupils was not confined to school 
hours, but followed them at recess and noontime, giving character 
to their play. The effect of her watchfulness is apparent from the 
nearly perfect condition in which we found the building after two 
years’ occupancy—not a penny has been expended for repairs that 
were occasioned by any fault of the pupils. ‘This is a sufficient 
guarantee of her ability to govern. 

The school room was always well swept and and dusted—pupils 
busy and quiet, and recitations characterized by a noticeable spirit 
of honesty. The good progress made is evidence of the assiduity 
with with which she labored to bring out the best quality in each 


scholar. 
DIVISION NO 3. 


Miss Slack, teacher for the first term, is too well known to need 
any additional words of praise—this being her twentieth term of 
school in Stratham. Her resignation at the close of the term was 

a disappointment to pupils, parents and:School Board. 

Miss Helen R. Jamieson, of Methuen, Mass., a teacher of ex- 
perience, and a refined and accomplished lady, was secured for the 
remainder of the year. She came to the school when it was feared 
it would be difficult for any other teacher to gain the popularity 
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and maintain the high standard of her predecessor, but Miss Jamie- 
son proved equal to the situation. 

With rare good tact in the use-of new methods and ideas she 
gained the appreciation of pupils and parents, and in the opinion 
of the School Board the Division has lost nothing by a change of 
teachers. 

Her strength lies in her earnestness and close applienaa to 
duties, quite as much as in her winning manner with the children. 
The required six hours’ work was only a part of each day’s service 
rendered. 

Discipline was easy but firm, and progress creditable to teacher. 
and pupils. 

DIVISION NO 4. 


° 


As it was thought that several of the children of this Division were 


too small to be conveyed the long distance to Division 1, as in the 


two previous years, it was decided to reopen the school. 


Miss Edith Green, of Exeter, a Robinson Seminary graduate, 


taught the spring and fall terms. She was without experience as a 
teacher, but her methods of instruction were very good, and her 
vivacity and intelligence easily gained the interest and attention of 


the pupils during recitations. Your School Board was surprised ~ 


when at the end of the fall term she tendered her resignation. 


This school, though small, needs as good a disciplinarian as any 


of the larger ones, and we were most fortunate in selecting for the 
winter term Miss Florence E. Rollins, a resident of the Division, a 
graduate of Robinson Seminary and of Wellesley College. Miss 
Rollins brought to the school not only the advantages of a superior 
education, but also a conscientious regard for the faithful perform- 
ance of every duty of her position. She systematized hér work, and 
order, neatness and progress were observable from the beginning. 
A good school. 
GENERAL REMARKS. : : 


With the advancement of psychological knowledge and the re- 
sulting insight into child nature, the work of the school room is be- 
ing more directly based on the practical needs of the child. 

The individuality of the pupil is being recognized, and it is ac- 


prs 
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uf 
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knowledged that the successful teacher is not the one who governs 
by arrogant authority, but rather the one who aids the pupil in 
self control and development on that basis. While we would not 
return to the rigid discipline of Puritan days, still we cannot but 
think that the reform movement is liable to swing too far in the 
opposite direction, and teachers, under the subterfuge of advanced 
methods, find an excuse for lax discipline. As children are bet- 
ter and happier when they obey, why not insist on obedience? 
Ruskin says: ‘‘I owe everything to the firm discipline of a loving 
teacher.” 

While there is a commendable ambition on the part of many 
children to be prompt and regular in attendance, and secure the 
utmost benefit from our schools—still, the lamentable disregard of 
punctuality by others, and the culnable indifference of a few parents 
as to whether their children go to school early or late or not at all, 
has been a source of vexation to some of the teachers the past year. 
This is especially true in Division 2. Tendencies to tardiness and 
absence seem to “‘run in families” along with other family traits. 
Parents are mainly responsible. Keeping children from school, 
whenever they might and should be there, is committing an inex- 
cusable wrong, depriving the young of that culture which is right- 
fully theirs. It is a direct violation of the statutory law. We do 
not say it could all be avoided, but with a little careful attention 
the evil can at least be abated. 

We desire to call special attention to one new feature of the 
school work during the year: namely, the introduction of a trained 
teacher of vocal music, Mrs. Annie A. Leavitt, with whom the other 
teachers have heartily co-operated. i 

As all educational movements, and in fact all new ideas, must be 
judged primarily by their results, we wish that every parent could 
have been present at some hour when musical instruction was being 
given, and witnessed the enthusiasm and attention of nearly every 
child—we feel confident none would question the expediency of 
the continued study of music under such cultivated instruction, and 
would encourage further effort along this line. 

We notice with pride the usually courteous deportment of the 
children in and out of school—the ‘‘Please’’ when a favor is asked,

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the “Thank you” when granted, while the very general lifting of 
caps by the boys shows a proper respect for their elders. , 
In behalf of the teachers we would extend thanks to the parents 
of the town for their sympathy and earnest endeavor to sustain the 
schools. ie 
‘With the exception of a few minor repairs, nothing has been. 
done to the interior of the school room in Division 1 since it was ~- 
built. It now needs to be thoroughly renovated—ceiling and walls as. 
whitened or tinted, sheathing and desks re-varnished, and floors . 
oiled. i 
It would also be economy to paint the exterior of all pane
